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Applicant argues that O'Neal does not teach the limitation of automatically responding to a call without going off-hook and automatically 
providing information without going off-hook (pages 11-13 remarks). Examiner notes that automatically responding to a call without 
going off-hook and automatically providing information without going off-hook are not mentioned in the specification. Specifically, the 
two words "automatically" and "off-hook" are not found in the Applicant' invention as described in the specification. Examiner used 
applicant's disclosure "of terminating the call substantially immediately after establishing communication with the first phone number" 
(028) and "establishing the identity of the calling recipient and terminating the call occurs by the first ring of the mobile communication 
device 210 and before the second ring. By terminating the call after the first ring and before the second ring, the recipient avoids incurring 
airtime charges for the use of the mobile communication device 210 (046) as the closest interpretation to these limitations. Therefore, 
Examiner contends that O'Neill teaches responding to a call, retrieving an electronic file stored in POP 408, terminating the connection 
with the caller and automatically delivering the electronic file (voice message or other electronic text forms) over a data network to a 
recipient (col. 5, lines 36-42; col. 11, lines 38-67 and col. 14, 43-56). Therefore, O'Neal meets Applicant's limitation as understood by the 
Examiner. 
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
